BE 1T ENACTED BY THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF THE STATE OF I0OWA:
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Section 1. NEW SECTION. 163.14A CERTIFICATE OF DRUG
TREATMENT .

A person shall not move livestock into this state from a
foreign country if the livestock has been treated with any
drug required to be approved by the United States food and
drug administration for treating livestock in this country,
and the United States food and drug administration has not
approved that drug. The person moving livestock into this
state from a foreign countr¥ shall keep a certificate of
10 treatment stating that the livestock has not been treated with
11 the drug. The certificate shall be signed by the livestock®"s
12 owner or agent, which may be a veterinarian responsible for
13 the health of the livestock. A copy of the certificate shall
14 be attached to the waybill accompanying a shipment or as part
15 of the standard form of a transportation certificate or
16 another shipping document as provided in section 172B.3.
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
